appropriate Government for its implementation ;

has granted a no objection certificate to the 
applicant . 


(c ) intervene in any proceeding involving 
any deprivation or violation of the educational 
rights of the minorities before a court with the 
leave of such court; 


(4 ) The applicant shall, on the grant of a no 
objection certificate or where the Competent 
authority has deemed to have granted the no 
objection certificate , be entitled to commence 
and proceed with the establishment of a Minority 
Educational Institution in accordance with the 
rules and regulations, as the case may be, laid 
down by or under any law for the time being 
in force . — 


(d ) review the safeguards provided by or 
under the Constitution , or any law for the time 
being in force , for the protection of educational 
rights of the minorities and recommend 
measures for their effective implementation ;

(e ) specify measures to promote and preserve 
the minority status and character of institutions 
of their choice established by minorities ; 


( a ) " applicant" means any person who makes 
an application under sub - section ( 1 ) for 
establishment of a Minority Educational 
Institution ; 


( f) decide all questions relating to the status 
of any institution as a Minority Educational 
Institution and declare its status as such ; 


(b ) “ no objection certificate " means a 
certificate stating therein , that the Competent 
authority has no objection for the establishment 
of a Minority Educational Institution . 


( g ) make recommendations to the 
appropriate Government for the effective , 
implementation of programmes and schemes 
relating to the Minority Educational Institutions; 
and 


10A . Right of a Minority Educational Institution 
to seek affiliation.— ( 1) A Minority Educational 
Institution may seek affiliation to any University 
of its choice subject to such affiliation being 
permissible within the Act under which the said 
University is established .

( 3 ) An appeal to the Commission shall be 
made in such form as may be prescribed and 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the order 
against which the appeal has been filed . 


( 2 ) An appeal under sub - section ( 1 ) shall be 
filed within thirty days from the date of the 
order referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) 
communicated to the applicant: 


Provided that the Commission may entertain 
an appeal after the expiry of the said period of 
thirty days , if it is satisfied that there was 
sufficient cause for not filing it within that period . 


(4 ) On receipt of the appeal under sub -section 
( 3 ), the Commission may, after giving the parties 
to the appeal an opportunity of being heard and 
in consultation with the State Government, decide 
on the minority status of the educational 
institution and shall proceed to give such 
directions as it may deem fit and , all such 
directions shall be binding on the parties. 


( 3 ) An appeal to the Commission shall be 
made in such form as may be prescribed and 
shall be accompanied by a copy of the order 
against which the appeal has been filed . 


Explanation.— For the purposes of this section 
and section 12C , " authority " means any authority 
or officer or commission which is established 
under any law for the time being in force or 
under any order of the appropriate Government , 
for the purpose of granting a certificate of minority 
status to an educational institution . 


( 4 ) The Commission , after hearing the parties , 
shall pass an order as soon as may be practicable , 
and give such directions as may be necessary 
or expedient to give effect to its orders or to 
prevent abuse of its process or to secure the 
ends of justice. 


12C . Power to cancel.— The Commission may, 
after giving a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard to a Minority Educational Institution to 
which minority status has been granted by an 
authority or Commission , as the case may be, 
cancel such status under the following 
circumstances , namely : 


(5 ) An order made by the Commission 
under sub - section ( 4 ) shall be 
executable by the Commission as a 
decree of a civil court and the provisions 
of the Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 , so 5 of 1908 . 
far as may be, shall apply as they apply 
in respect of a decree of a civil court .

( 2 ) The Commission may , for the purpose of 
conducting any investigation pertaining to a 
complaint under this Act, utilize the services of 
any officer of the Central Government or any 
State Government with the concurrence of the 
Central Government or the State Government, as 
the case may be . 


( 2 ) Where the inquiry establishes violation or 
deprivation of the educational rights of the 
minorities by a public servant, the Commission 
may recommend to the concerned Government 
or authority , the initiation of disciplinary 
proceedings or such other action against the 
concerned person or persons as may be deemed 
fit . 


( 3 ) For the purpose of investigation under sub 
-section ( 1 ), the officer whose services are utilized 
may , subject to the direction and control of the 
Commission , 


(a ) summon and enforce the attendance of 
any person and examine him ; 


(b ) require the discovery and production of 
any document; and 


( 3 ) The Commission shall send a copy of the 
inquiry report, together with its recommendations 
to the concerned Government or authority and 
the concerned Government or authority shall , 
within a period of one month , or such further 
time as the Commission may allow , forward its 
comments on the report, including the action 
taken , or proposed to be taken thereon , to the 
Commission . 


(c ) requisition any public record or copy 
thereof from any office. 


(4 ) The officer whose services are utilised 
under sub - section ( 2 ) shall investigate into any 
matter entrusted to it by the Commission and 
submit a report thereon to it within such period 
as may be specified by the Commission in this 
behalf . 


( 4 ) The Commission shall publish its inquiry 
report and the action taken or proposed to be 
taken by the concerned Government or authority 
on the recommendations of the Commission . 


(5 ) The Commission shall satisfy itself about 
the correctness of the facts stated and the 
conclusion , if any, arrived at in the report 
submitted to it under sub - section (4 ) and for this 
purpose the Commission may make such further 
inquiry as it may think fit .
